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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5 and 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
references of record show some similar features of applicant's claimed invention, they fail to 
show or teach a venting method for relieving pressure on a soffit positioned below a roof, 
wherein wind is vented between the soffit exterior and the roof exterior by allowing the wind to 
travel between the soffit and the roof through a housing having the particulars claimed in claim 
5, wherein the wind enters and exits through the ventilation grate and the open upper end of the 
housing. 

While McCorsley et al. '826 teaches that it is known to provide an opening in a soffit and 
a roof to allow air to pass therebetween, McCorsley does not disclose the use of a housing that 
connects the two openings. Further, the examiner does not believe that it would be obvious to 
use a housing to connect the two openings because the purpose of McCorsley' s invention is to 
vent the attic of the structure. Therefore, if a housing were used to connect the two openings, the 
attic would not be vented. Thus, the intended use of McCorsley's invention would be destroyed. 
Hence, it would not be obvious to make such a modification. 

Further, while Platts '459 and Kolt "959 teach the ventilation of buildings, they do not 
teach the use of a ventilation opening in the soffit and the roof, wherein the openings are 
connected by a housing. Platts and Kolt are concerned with venting the interior of a structure to 
the exterior of the structure. They are not concerned with venting the exterior of a structure to 
the exterior of the structure.
